old. 



On Friday of last week a lamily named 
Crowley, living at Pugwaeh, N' S., was 
■roused from sleep, about 11 p. m, by Ihe 
orackling sound of lire. Mr, Crowley tusbod 
to the barn, where two of his sons slept to 
arouse them. On returning he lound it im- 
possible to get up stairs where fivo of the 
family wore sleeping, or to his father's room, 
where an old man and lit t lo son waro sleep 
ing together. But at last the cries ol Mrs. 
Crowley awakened the eldest daughter ; who, 
on rushing to the window was told to throw 
herself down. The noblo child said, 'No, 
my brother and sister must be saved.' Re- 
turning thruugh the smoke and bent, sbe 
snatched op ber sleeping brother, nine years 
old, and carried lim to the window, From 
which he contrivsd to gel down. Again 
she returned — the Homes having penetrated 
tho room this time — and tjk ngup hi r sister 
7 years old, she cairied ber also to the win- 
dow, and here, says the Kev, Edwin Cluy, 
M. D., 'the dear cirl had more tlun she 
con d do, for her filter, in her Iricbt, refused 
to be thrown out, and with the flame* com- 
ing up arouod her, bIio struggled with her 
until she put her out a! the window unci tho 
obild fell to iho ground. Alter huug» 
ing a moment or two upon the sill she 
dropped down herself a distance of nearly 
16 feet. When she roso from the ground she 
said, 'I am done mother, but I have saved 
my sister and broiher trom being bumf 
With much difficulty and personal risk, Mr 
Crowley was oil this time endouvoriog to 
save his aged futh r and son. The night 
was extremely oold and none of them had 
saved a particle of clcthiny. Tho mother 
with her burnt children then walked a dis- 
tance of halt a mile and 1 was soul for. In 
about Ihreo boors ulter Ihe fire 1 was attend- 
ing to the suffering children, 1 suw there 
was no hope of saving the dear girl, lor 
from bor forehead to the bottom of her foel 
she was uuo mass ol burnt tleoh. This with 
the fearful chock of jumping bo far ana warn- 
ing such a distance in the cold, caused he 
to sink rapidly and at eix in tbe morning she 
died, aged 1L years and 8 mouths, a martyr 
to tbe love of ber brother and sister. 1 
never beforo suw so much courage aud litm- 
ness in one so young and while dressing htr 
bruised and burnt limbs, she u'tored no com- 
plaint. Her sitter died in the eveniog and 
tbe uncle 6uffered leartully from the effects 
of jumpiog out of tbe window Tbe rest J 
hope will recover. — Nova Scotia Paper.

Tho 
cutiery notes of tho ewoot warbler no 
longer greet as from, leafy bower, 

"The dead leaves Btrow the forest walk, 
And wltljor'd aro the pale wild dowers; 
Thn frost hangs black'nlDg on tho stalk, 
The dow-dropa fall lu frozua suuwors." 

Of all the four seaBous, this is, perhaps, 
moat pregnant with salutary lessons — 
tho most euggcstivo of 8erio,us refleotiou. 
Looking back we soo 

" Flowors Id tho valley, splondor In tho beam, 
Iloalth lu tho galo , and treBbueBa in tho Jtieam . 

Looking around we seo 

"On forost-hearttn tho year's last embers, 
Wiud-ueapcd aud glowing, He yellow and red." 

Looking forward wo soo 

"Winter coming, to rulo the varied year, 
Sullen and sad, with all his rising train ; 
Vapours, and clouUB, and storms.' 1 

Leaving to tho parson the work of im- 
pressing the solemn lessons suggested 
by the season, let us glance at the 
past summer, in the light of iis boaring 
upon tho mntorial prosperity of tho col- 
ony. Taking gold mining first iu or- 
der, — not, howover, that we deem it first 
in importance — it must bo confessed 
that tho past senson has not boon ono 
of ascertained sncoess. Viewed in the 
light of actual results, it has been ono 
of disappointment. Yiowed in the 
light of i'uturo prospects, it hri3 been 
ono of hopeful encouragemont. The 
Cariboo mines huvo yielded grudgingly ; 
yot there is consolation in tho reflection 
that faith in the riohness aud extent of 
its goldon deposits has incroased rather 
than diminished. Water and capital — 
•which moan muok the earoo thing — 
alone aro needed in order to compel Cari- 
boo to yiold up its reluctant treasure 
in greater abundanco than ever; and 
indications aro not wanting that the 
water and capital osBontial to a profit- 
able working of the Cariboo mines will be 
brought to boar before long. On tbo 
BOuthern frontier the gold mines havo 
not quito roalized tho expectations 
formed a year ago ; yet the yield hat, 
been steady, with a better prospect for 
noxt season. In the result of 'Deep 
Shaft' we have substantial guarantee 
for bettor things in tho future; and if 
tho trade of thoso mines woro only Bo- 
cured to tho colony by tho establish- 
ment of facile communicjition, tho result 
would exert a folt influenoo upon gene- 
ral prosperity. The Big Bend mines, 
although still regarded with tho surly 
eyo of disappointed hopes, havo been 
quietly and unostentatiously rewarding 
persevering effort. Perhaps in no other 
part of the colony has tho labor of the 
gold miner been more highly remuner- 
ated than on French Creek. Looking 
to tho future, Peace River would, how- 
ever, appear to be tho centre of attrac- 
tion.' Where so little is positively 
known, we do not care to dwell ; and it, 
would be well to avoid, as far as possi- 
ble, building great expectations upon 
the immediate result of theso now dis- 
coveries. There would, indood, appoar 
to bo reason for expecting tho develop- 
ment of mines in the country d..; n0( j 
by Peace River in no way infonor to 
those of Cariboo s but a premature rush 
to a locality so remote, and so ill pro- 
vided with the necessarieB of life and ot 
BuccesBfnl mining effort could but ros 
suit in great hardship to a majority of 
tho eager pursuors, and iu gcnorul in- 
jury to more oxtended interests. Turning 
to an intorost which, if somewhat loss 
exoiting aud attractive than gold min- 
ing, possesses far greater colonial im- 
portance and conduces far more surely 
to individual woll-beiog, it is most grat- 
ifying to bo able to annouueo that the 
record of the season which has just 
closed is a most encouraging and satis- 
factory one, in bo far as agricultural 
progresB is concornod. Both on tho 
Mainland aud the Island wo find a 
growing disposition to ongago iu this 
most independent and desirable of all 
pursuits. Not only havo many frosh 
accessions been mado to tho ranks of 
our sturdy yeomanry, daring this year, 
but there has been a marked advance on 
tho part of all, perceptible in improved 
husbaudry,improvod stock, and enlarged 
oporationn, as well as in tho cultivation 
of many things hithorto neglected, This 
improvement may, perhaps, bo atlribu- 
tablo chiefly to the unduniablo fact that 
the farmers aro rapidly bettering their 
circumstances, and can, consoquontly, 
afford to conduct their operations upon 
a hotter scale. It may also, in some 
moasaro, bo attrFbutablo to incroased 
interest and attention resulting from 
tho annual Exhibitions, whore a com- 
parison of results cannot fail to inspire 
healthy emulation among tho farmers, 
Btook-raisors and fruit-growers. Tho 
commercial intoreals of tbo country 
caunot, wo fear, bo said to have undbr- 
gono any very noticeablo improvement 
during tho past soason ; nor ia it rea- 
sonable to expect that limy will until 
comuiorco has boeu relieved from some 
of thoso trammels with which it is feu 
terod. On tho Mainland <:ommerco bus 
doubtless been gradually recovering 
from tbo rude shock it roceivod during 
that crisis brought on by a Bystom of 
reckless over trading, and is buing re- 
established upon what wo venturo to 
hopo will provo a solid and enduring 
basis. This is alHo doubtloss tho cuso 
toagreatoror leBU extent in this tho 
chief commercial town ; hut it is bore 
that the burdensome restrictions under 



in so far "as local or domeatto trade 
concerned, Victoria, in common with 
the rest of the colony, has experienced 
some moasuro of rocuperation from past 
disaster, yet a trado presumably larger 
than what she at present possesses con 
tiuues to bo completely lost to the col- 
or v, throogh a mistakon fiscal policy. 
Taking tho record of the' past season all 
in all, it cannot bo said to have been nn 
favorablo in its bearing upon the mate- 
rial prosperity of British Columbia, and 
wo can all fiud in it abuDdant cause for 
gratitude to tho Giver of ull our good 
things ; and it is to Him that, at this 
particular Boason, wo ought' espooially 
to offer our devout thanksgiving*.

Tub Cnow.v Hotel Firb — Wm Young 
end Tboraas Tugwell surrendered to tbeir 
bail yestordoy at the Police Court for fur- 
ther examination on a chnrgo of arson. In- 
spector Bowden stated that be bad no fresh 
evidence to ofler lor the prosecution and tho 
Magistrate said it would Dot bo necessary for 
Mr Drake to address the Bench as there was 
no light thrown on the origin of tho fire. Mr. 
Drake diflered with bis IloDor. lie believed 
that the lire was accidental, having been 
caused by the servant-man Johnson while 
clearing hot asheB from the stove. His Hon- 
or said the fire was most mysterious, and he 
did not now wish to express an opinion np» 
on the guilt or innocence of tbe accused. 
Tbe order of the Court waa that the accused 
sbonld enter into their owu recognizances lo 
appear in Court again at tbe expiration of tbe 
month, The prisoners signed the U6ual 
documents and were discharged. 

Under the Ban. — A circumstance recently 
occurred in Montreal which has given rise 
to a gocd deal of discussion, and threatens 
to occupy the attention of tbe Civd Courts. 
2&e Institute Canadian, a French literary 
istitutiou of long and good standing, has been 
for sometime under (he ban of ibe Rominh 
Church, on account of liberal political and roc 
ligious vie as en ertuined and propagated 
therein. Tbe sacraments of ihe Church and 
interment in consecrated ground are re- 
fused to all Catholics who continue mem- 
bers of tho Institute. Joseph Guibord, 
during his life a Catholic, and for many 
yea*s a member of the Institute, re- 
cently died, and the Church authorities 
absolutely refused his remains burial 
in consecrated ground. ThU proceed- 
ing caused ranch indignation amongst tho 
more liberal French Canadians, and it is 
understood that the friends of the deceased 
would commenoe legal proceedings against 
the ecclesiastics. 

Tub ' Cowpek' a Dbrelict, — A rumor 
prevailed early yesterday ufternoon that tba 
wrecked ship Cowper had been picked up 
near San Juan Island. Tbe presumption at 
once was that tba Cowper, after being light- 
ered of the 300 toes of coai, hud Uoated off 
the reef on which iho struck and started up- 
on a voyage on her own account with tho 
balance of tbe cargo. The announcement 
ety. shares up to a labulous height ; but they 
bood Jell below zero wtien u dispatch from the 
Island was received by Brodrick k. Co. stat- 
ing that only ibe port sido of the ship had 
come ashore. It i^ supposed that iho Cowper 
broke in two at the time ol bar disappear- 
ance from the rock, and that the statboard 
side waa carried down by the weight of the 
ogal. ___
